Dear Matthew Hoppoek: 

While proeessing your Freedom of Information Aet (FOIA) request dated June 24, 2018, 
for (1) eorrespondenee to or from James MeHenry or Print Maggard mentioning “Pereira,” (2) 
the ealendars for the month of June, 2018 for the two aforementioned employees, and (3) reeords 
of phone eonferenees pertaining to the Pereira decision, the Exeeutive Office for Immigration 
Review (EOIR) loeated three pages, whieh it referred to this Office for proeessing and direet 
response to you on behalf of the Office of the Attorney General. For your information, this 
material was received in this Office on August 28, 2018. The EOIR administrative traeking 
number of this request is 2018-37357. 

I have determined that this material should be withheld in full pursuant to Exemption 5 
of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(5), which pertains to certain inter- and intra-agency 
communications protected by the attorney work-product, deliberative proeess, and attorney- 
client privileges. In addition, eertain portions of this material are also being withheld pursuant 
to Exemption 6 of the FOIA, 5 U.S.C. § 552(b)(6), which pertains to information the release of 
whieh would eonstitute a clearly unwarranted invasion of the personal privaey of third parties. 

For your information. Congress exeluded three discrete eategories of law enforcement 
and national security records from the requirements of the FOIA. See 5 U.S.C. § 552 (2012 & 
Supp. V 2017). This response is limited to those reeords that are subjeet to the requirements of 
the FOIA. This is a standard notification that is given to all our requesters and should not be 
taken as an indieation that excluded reeords do, or do not, exist.

Your appeal must be postmarked or electronically submitted within ninety 
days of the date of my response to your request. If you submit your appeal by mail, both the 
letter and the envelope should be clearly marked “Freedom of Information Act Appeal.”
